Publication Of War Secrets 
Resumes After Court Decision 


By The Associated Press 
The New York Times and 
The Washington Post resumed 
publication of their series on 
the Pentagon’s secret Vietnam 
war papers today after the Su­ 
preme Court decision favoring 
press freedom over government 
secrecy. 
The court ruled 6 to 3 
Wednesday that the govern­ 
ment had not proved the na­ 
tional security would be dam­ 
aged if the two newspapers 
published 
certain 
classified 
documents from the 47-volume 
study. 
With all nine justices stating 
their views, the majority held 
that any attempt by the govern­ 
ment to block news articles pri­ 
or to publication bears “a 
heavy burden of presumption 
against its constitutionality.” 
The three dissenters—Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Associate Justices Harry A. 
Blackmun and John If. Har­ 
lan—said the court had acted 
too hastily. 
As the decision freed other 
newspapers from lower court 
injunctions banning publication 
of articles based on the docu­ 
ments. there were these devel­ 
opments.

It’s Official; 
18-Year-Olds 
Now Have Vote 
WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
record time, three-fourths of 
the 
states 
have 
approved 
Amendment No. 26 to the Con­ 
stitution extending the vote in 
state and local, as well as fed­ 
eral, elections to all Americans 
between 18 and 21 years of age. 
Ratification was completed 
Wednesday with Ohio’s House 
approval, 81 to 9, of the amend­ 
ment. Ohio was the 38th state 
to ratify in the three months 
since the process began. That 
was five months faster than 
any other amendment had been 
approved by the states. 
At the White House, Presi­ 
dent Nixon urged the newly en­ 
franchised young voters to reg­ 
ister and vote. 
“Some 11 million young men 
and women who have partici­ 
pated in the life of our nation 
through their work, their stud­ 
ies and their sacrifices for its 
defense are now fully included 
in the electoral process of our 
country,” Nixon observed. 
“I urge them to honor this 
right by exercising it,” he said. 
A formality remaining after 
Ohio’s ratification was notifica­ 
tion of the General Services Ad­ 
ministration. 
Congress passed legislation 
allowing voters over 16 to vote 
but the Supreme Court ruled it 
valid only in federal elections. 
North Carolina and Alabama 
were the 36th and 37th states to 
ratify earlier Wednesday. 
The amendment reads in 
part: “The right of citizens of 
the United States, who are 18 
years of age or older, to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or any 
state on account of age.” 
The Bureau of the Census es­ 
timated the 11 million new vot­ 
ers will be joined by another 14 
million under 25, eligible to

Pollard Wants 


To Win Pocono 
Saturday

MOUNT POCONO, Pa. <AP) 
— Art Pollard is a brawny, 
muscular 
racing 
driver 
who 
says he would do hand-stands 
on the Empire Stale Building if 
it would help him win a 500 
mile race. 
He’s 
entered 
in Saturday’s 
Schaefer 500, a $430,100 plum 
that will pay close to $100,000 to 
whoever wins it. Pollard, who 
celebrated his 44th birthday on 
May 5, admits time is creeping 
up on him and he has only a 
few more chances left. 
“This could be it, though,” 
the dark-haired 22-year veteran 
from Medford, Ore., said. “This 
is going to be an endurance 
race, and I’m in physical shape 
to drive every foot of it.” 
Pollard has had his chances 
to win 500 miles races before, 
including five times in the In­ 
dianapolis 500, richest of them 
all. 
He came closest in the $700,- 
000 California 500 at Ontario 
last September. He had the 
lead with less than two laps to 
go, but lost a thriller to 41-year- 
old Jim McElreath. McElreath 
“got well financially” by collec­ 
ting $140,000. 
“That was a heartbreaker.’’ 
Pollard recalled. “I was al­ 
ready thinking about how I 
would invest the money. But in 
this business, the very least 
you can do is to take your fail­ 
ures with a grain of salt and 
forget them .”

NEW YORK (AP> — The 
Alex Johnson affair is far from 
closed, 
according 
to 
Marvin 
Miller, executive director of the 
Major League Players Associ­ 
ation. 
The association plans to file a 
grievance questioning the sus­ 
pension 
of

Miller noted that in stories

Walsh has been quoted as cit­ 
ing rules 13 and 21 as basis for 
the action. Rule 21 deals with 
gambling and throwing games, 
which Miller says “ has no ap­ 
plication here.” Rule 13 deals 
with “insubordination and other 
misconduct” 
and Miller con­ 
ceded that Walsh could cite this 
rule in the case.

explained 
his

which led to the suspension.

YEDDO, Ind., and FITHIAN, 111., — 
would stand high on anybody’s list of 
more obscure American communities. 
Their principal distinction, so far as I 
know, is that Della Reichard Green was 
bom in Yeddo and got her mail the last 
half-century on a Fithian rural route. 
Della was one of the most unforget­ 
table people I ever knew. 
There was no wailing the other day at 
her funeral services — not because she 
won’t be missed by hundreds of people 
in western Indiana and eastern Illinois, 
but because her 82 years had been a good 
life. 
She and her late husband, Roy, were 
farmers. 
How they ever got their crops in and 
out is a mystery. 
They were involved in the Audubon 
Society, had an astronomical observa­ 
tory, and were intensely interested in 
everything that had to do with people, 
tools and nature, 
Roy had a fine collection of old auto 
owners’ manuals and firearms, among 
other things. 
Della, a strawberry blond before her 
hair turned white, attended DePauw 
University and the University of Illinois. 
She taught school before she married 
Roy in 1913. 
She sang at weddings, collected his­ 
tory source materials, lectured on an­ 
tique glass and china, collected minerals 
and fossils, and identified birds and 
plants. 
Meanwhile, she reared a family. 
Della and her sister-in-law, Alta Ropie* 
quet, came visiting in Indianapolis a 
while back. Both were deep in their 70s 
and they were asked how they would like 
to be entertained — a dinner downtown, 
a play, or what? 
They said they had noticed a big new 
gravel pit at the edge of Indianapolis 
and they’d like to look if over for fossils. 
And that’s what they did. 
Alta, by the way, discovered that an 
easy way to preserve a small bird, with 
no muss or fuss, is to dry freeze it. She 
found a dead kinglet and put it in the 
deep freeze for further study. When it 
was retrieved some time later, the feath­ 
ers remained perfect but the bird’s body 
had become a mummy. 
The Green farm became a gathering 
place for nature and conservation clubs, 
partly because it had a good meeting 
room. It was supposed to be a chicken- 
house, originally. 
Roy wanted a structure that wouldn’t 
require much maintenance, so he bought 
several loads of ceramic blocks in Brazil, 
Ind. The building that resulted was too 
good for chickens and they never got to 
occupy it. 
Even in her last illness, Della’s face 
was smooth as a young girl’s. She never 
had time to worry up a wrinkle.

Following Christ is a full-time occupa­ 
tion for any Christian. It doesn’t allow 
for a part-time service to self. “If any 
man will come after me,” said Jesus, “let 
him deny himself, and take up his cross 
and follow me.”

Newness of 
life is a miracle for any person, regard­ 
less of social, religious, or personal back­ 
ground. Only the person who has known 
this miracle can be a whole person.

TO THE EDITOR: 
There is a bill pending in 
Congress, a "Truth in Adver­ 
tising” bill that 
may 
really 
have teeth in it, and which, 
carried, to its logical conclusion 
could lead to a lot of changes 
in our practices, including a 
penalty for political candidates 
making questionable claims in 
order to get votes. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion (FDC) was set up 57 years 
ago to deal with fairness and 
truth 
in 
advertising 
claims, 
among other things. Under the 
old rules, the advertisers are 
subject mostly only to the Fed­ 
eral 
Trade 
Commission 
who 
have considered the complaints 
after sometimes gre*t delay, 
and 
made 
decisions 
without 
much publicity. Under the pro­ 
posed new set-up, and customer, 
feeling himself aggrieved, can 
demand of the advertiser or sell­ 
er a full and complete substan­ 
tiation of the claims made, in­ 
ducing him, the buyer, to use 
the product. The consumer can 
demand proof of the scientific 
testing as claimed. 
This proposition or proposed 
law could lead to a possible 
change in the whole government 
procedure unless it especially 
exempts political advertising. It 
is rather ironic that the law­ 
makers could demand from all 
advertisers a code of morals 
and would specifically exempt 
all political advertising. So we 
will assume that political ad­ 
vertising, too, will be checked 
for 
honesty, 
integrity, 
forth- 
rightedness, and no misleading 
or double talk. 
Elections call for millions of 
dollars to be spent in advertis­ 
ing—in fact, most of political 
campaigning is advertising. If 
a candidate gets into office, can 
he be held responsible for the 


promises, and for statements he 
has made specifically to get 
the votes by his cant and bailo- 
boo? We can think of an in­ 
stance, it is just coming to light 
now in the Pentagon papers, 
that although Johnson was op­ 
enly campaigning for a lessen­ 
ing in operations in Vietnam, 
he was privately holding meet­ 
ing for the active spreading or 
enlargement of the war. 
Don’t we need just as high 
an integrity and set of stand­ 
ards in political advertising as 
in business advertising, espec­ 
ially when the future of the 
country is deeply involved? 
Political arvertising includes 
letters, radio, TV, magazines, 
rallies, newspapers, out door 
advertising, set up redolent of 
the old time medicine man’s 
pitch. Maybe a Ralph Nader 
to check or supervise elections 
would be apropos to an honest 
and 
straightforward 
un-half 
truth irresponsible campaign. 
In the old Greek days, a legis­ 
lator, in advocating the passing 
of a new law, had to stand on 
the platform with a noose hang­ 
ing over him indicating that .if 
his proposed law were passed 
and worked much hardship and 
ill on the people, he was willing 
to be hanged forthwith. Would 
such a practice or some devia­ 
tion therefrom as befits the 
circumstance, be so very wrong 
nowadays?

Comity Crop Troubles 
Well, the Monday evening hail, 
wind and rain really added to 
the crop troubles. A lot of corn 
and soybeans were damaged to 
the point that there simply will 
be no crop harvested. The fields 
that 
were 
in corn 
and 
had 
straight atrazine treatment will 
not be able to go to soybeans. 
One possibility at this time, de­ 
pending upon when the soil drys 
out, might be sorghum. 
Now to the blight situation. 
We have found several fields 
or had samples brought in show­ 
ing the lesions of Southern Corn 
leaf Blight. As of this writing I 
know of only one party who 
has aerial sprayed, Gene Miller 
at the west of Rushville off 
Highway 44. This spraying was 
done through Home Crop Serv- 
vice Smith-Douglas, which has 
40 planes contracted, plus 10 
others that could be available. 
I understand that CFS also can 
have Hi Boys ready for spray­ 
ing. 
The rain we had, plus the 
high temperature and humidity 
we have, will make the fungus 
casual agent for Southern Corn 
Leaf Blight really explode. Mon­ 
day, along with Harold Berry, 
area extension agent-crops of 
Madison County, we were find­ 
ing Southern Corn Leaf Blight 
on 
the 
upper 
leaves, 
which 
means that this has been blown 
in through the atmosphere.. In 
other words corn producers will 
need to get out in the corn 
fields and look at their fields to 
see the amount of damage. It 
has been found in fields of blend 
on about every plant and even 
on supposedly N corn along with 
T fields. The Extension Office 
has available up-to-date mimeos 
on what can be used for spray 
material, how often, etc. It is 
going to cost you somewhere be­ 
tween $4.00 to $5.00 an acre to 
spray and you will have to spray 
a minimum of three to five 
times. 
Another prevalent trouble oc­ 
curring is a yellowish - green 
striping on the lower leaves. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Ullstrup of Pur­ 
due University Plant Pathology 
Department and from the many 
samples 
sent 
in from 
Rush 
County and others, this is due 
to a psychological environment 
and one of the inbreds used in 
hybrid 
production. Admittedly

In sections of brilliant red, 
white, and blue, all seats have 
been designed with backs tor 
maximum 
comfort, 
and con­ 
structed of sun-reflecting alum­ 
inum which will remain cool in 
the blazing hot State Fair wea­ 
ther. 
Designed as a minimum up­ 
keep structure, its most out­ 
standing feature is 
the new 
“weathering” steel of the super­ 
structure. The m aterial is speci­ 
fically 
compounded 
to 
make 
painting unnecessary. As oxi­ 
dation occurs, a strong coating 


this is a fairly weak answer, 
but it appears it should be of 
no concern.

Sweet Clover in Hay 
In driving around the county 
I see a lot of hay fields with 
a lot of sweet clover in the 
mixture. I have a word of cau­ 
tion from practical experience 
to pass along regarding sweet 
clover. If cut when it is m ature 
or past maturity stage and the 
mixture is over twenty-five per­ 
cent by volume and or weight 
and it is fed to cattle, this can 
cause internal bleeding in cat­ 
tle. When m ature or past m atur­ 
ity, sweet clover hay when bal­ 
ed will form the same com­ 
pound found in the D-con rat 
poison. Just a word of caution.

COOKING 
IS 
FUN

Do-it-yourself cooks may be 
interested in preserving some of 
sum m er’s fresh sweet cherries 
in a conserve. 
The 
following 
recipe 
takes 
very little cooking: the fruit 
mixture is brought to a boil, 
boiled 1 minute and removed 
from the heat, Liquid fruit pec­ 
tin is added immediately and 
the mixture is then stirred and 
skimmed for 5 minutes. After 
that into hot jelly glasses the 
hot conserve goes and it is 
sealed with paraffin. 
One word about melting p ar­ 
affin. For this it’s a good idea to 
use a small discarded saucepan 
set in a skillet of hot water; or 
lacking the saucepan you can 
use an empty clean tin can set 
in a saucepan of hot water. Re­ 
member that paraffin is highly 
inflammable and so must be 
melted and kept hot over gentle 
heat; it should never be allowed 
to become so hot that it smokes. 
Because the paraffin will coat 
the container we suggest the 
“retired” saucepan (that can be 
kept for this job) or the tin can 
that can be thrown away. 


CHERRY CONSERVE 


3 pounds (about) ripe dark 
sweet cherries 
1 
tablespoon 
grated 
lemon 
rind 


V\ cup freshly squeezed lemon 


7 cups sugar 
IVi 
cups 
raisins, 
coarsely 
chopped 
1 cup chopped (medium-fine) 
walnuts 
1 bottle (6 ounces) liquid fruit 
pectin 


Va teaspoon almond extract 
Stem and pit cherries; chop 
fine, m easure 4 cups into a very 
large 
sauce pot—at * least 
5 
quarts. Add lemon rind, lemon 
juice, sugar, raisins and wal­ 
nuts; mix well. 
Prepare jelly glasses accord­ 
ing to directions below. 
Place cherry 
mixture over 
high heat and, stirring constant­ 
ly, bring to a full rolling boil 
that cannot be stirred down and 
boil 1 minute. 
Remove from heat and at 
once stir in pectin. With a m etal 
spoon, skim off any foam. Then 
stir and skim alternately for 5 
minutes to cool slightly and pre­ 
vent floating fruit. 
Stir in almond extract. 
Using a 1-cup glass m easure 
with a pouring lip as a ladle, 
and holding pouring lid close to 
jar, at once pour conserve into 
hot jelly glasses to within %- 
inch from the top. 
At once pour hot paraffin to 
an 14-inch depth over conserve; 
rotate the glass so the paraffin 
climbs up the sides of the glass 
and makes an airtight seal. A 
single thin layer of paraffin 
bolds a seal better than a thick 
layer or two thin layers. Prick 
any air bubbles that appear in 
the 
paraffin; 
bubbles 
cause 
holes to form in the paraffin as 
it hardens, and an imperfect 
seal may result. 
Let stand until cool and paraf­ 
fin hardens. With a damp cloth 
wipe off any spills on glass. 
Cover with metal lids. Label

DATELINE Chicago: 
There was a family sitting in 
front of me at the Billy Graham 
Crusade. McCormack Place on 
the Lake was filled with those 
who had come to hear the Evan­ 
gelist. 
This family had evi­ 
dently come early since they 
were in one of the very front 
rows. There was a mother, a 
father, and two young ladies, ap­ 
parently sisters. 
When the invitation was given 
for people to go forward to ac­ 
cept Jesus Christ as Lord and 
Savior, I noticed the actions of 
this family. Mother got up, tried 
to persuade her husband to go 
with her, but was roughly push­ 
ed away by him. One of the 
girls got up to go with her 
mother, and the one who was 
left began to cry. 
It is my assumption that this 
girl was crying because of the 
decision that her mother and 
sister had made to go forward 
to inquire about receiving Jes­ 
us Christ as their Lord and 
Savior.

Esenbel told newsmen that 
halting poppy production—a le­ 
gitimate agricultural enterprise 
in his country for many cen­ 
turies—certainly will cause “in­ 


ternal problems” and “some 
economic dislocation.” 
Rogers said the United States 
will provide money and techni­ 
cal assistance to help Turkey 
replace poppy production with 
other cash crops. He said the 
amount of such aid is yet to be 
determined.

WASHINGTON—According to 
latest reports to the State De­ 
partm ent from the Government 
■ of India, the influx of refugees 
! from E ast Pakistan into India 
is continuing at a high rate 
with no present signs of abate­ 
ment.

among the refugees in early 
June left in its wake some 3,000 
| dead and 10,000 hospitalized, ac- 
» cording to the World Health 
’ Organization. To a large m ea­ 
sure, the epidemic aspects of 
the disease were checked by 
the energetic and quick response 
of the 
Government of India 
assisted by the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refu­ 
gees, the World Health Organ­ 
ization, the United States and 
other governments, and inter­ 
national and voluntary agencies. 
The voluntary agencies moved 
immediately to provide em er­ 
gency assistance. The U.S. Cath­ 
olic Relief Services shipped 210,- 
000 doses of cholera vaccine, 
six jet injectors 
and 
100,000 
syringes; Church World Service 
sent 5,000 doses of cholera vac­ 
cine, three jet injectors, and 
10,000 syringes; Caritas of Ger­ 
many sent 200,000 doses of vac­ 
cine and 1 million syringes; and 
Secours Catholiques of France 
provided 50.000 doses of cholera 
vaccine. 
The U. S. airlifted one million 
doses of cholera vaccine to In­ 
dia June 12 onboard the USAF 
C-130 transport planes now part­ 
icipating in the refugee airlift 
from Tripura to Assam. In addi­ 
tion, the U.S. has announced 
it will finance the further air- 
shipment of 300 tons of medical 
supplies now being assembled 
in Geneva, Switzerland by the 
United Nations High Commis­ 
sioner for Refugees and the 
World Health Organization. The 
U.S. will also provide the World 
Health Organization with $315, 
of additional anti-cholera medi­ 
cal supplies.

on the return flights. The “ Bon­ 


ny Jack” airlift has also trans­ 
ported an Indian mobile dispen­ 
sary to augment available medi­ 
cal facilities for the refugees.

“The efficiency of home heat­ 
ing or cooling systems and of 
other energy intensive equip­ 
ment are determined by build­ 
ers and manufacturers who 
may be more concerned with 
the initial cost of the equipment 
than with the operating costs 
which will come afterward. For 
example, better thermal insula­ 
tion in a home or office building 
may save the consumer large 
sums in the long run—and con­ 
serve energy as well—but for 
the builder it merely represents 
an added expense.” 
That comment, which sounds 
as though it might have been 
made by Ralph Nader or some 


other critic of big business, was 
actually delivered by President 
Nixon. It was part of a message 
he sent to Congress explaining 
why he had directed the Secre­ 
tary of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment to issue revised 
standards for insulation in new 
homes with government-insured 
mortgages. 
Under the new standards, al­ 
ready in effect, the additional 
required insulation will reduce 
the 
“maximum 
permissible 
heat loss by about one-third for 
a typical 1200 square-foot home 
—and by even more^ for larger 
homes.” I asked an authority in 
the field. Sheldon* Cady, execu­ 
tive director of the National Mi­ 
neral Wool Insulation Associa­ 


tion, what this would mean in 
terms of dollars. He estimated 
that the additional insulation 
can be expected to cost an aver­ 
age of about $60 per house, with 
a. fuel savings of about $70 every 
year. 
As the President pointed out, 
the consumer must also cooper­ 
ate in the effort to conserve en­ 
ergy and, at the same time, 
save money. On this subject, 
Cady offered some suggestions. 
He thinks buyers should try to 
get builders to follow the new 
standards even in homes fi­ 
nanced without federal assist­ 
ance. He says East and West 
exposures should be shaded by 
trees and Venetian blinds; attics 
should be ventilated well, with a. 
minimum vent area of about 
one square foot in each gable 
for each 300 square feet of ceil­ 
ing; and all moisture-producing 
appliances should be vented to 
the outdoors. 
For air-conditioned homes, 


here are some additional tips: 
Don’t set the thermostat lower 
than you really need it. First, 
try 78 degrees. Turn the thermo­ 
stat down only if you're still too 
hot. 
When the weather isn’t very 
hot, run the blower only—not 
the refrigeration cycle. Most 
thermostats have a “fan only’’ 
setting. 
Turn the cooling system off 


when the house isn’t occupied. 
Keep filters clean so air can 
easily pass through them. 
And keep storm sash on dur­ 
ing the summer.

FORT MYERS, Fla. (AP) - 
Although Ann Rothschild quit 
being the voice of a famous ani­ 
mated cartoon character to go 
into the ministry more than 25 
years ago, she’s still perfect at 
doing the high, childish voice 
most people quickly recognize 
as “Betty Boop ” 
Mrs. Rothschild did the “Bet­ 
ty Boop” voice and made per­ 
sonal 
appearances 
as 
Betty 
Boop from 1933 to 1945. Before 
that, she was in vaudeville as 
“Miss Little Ann Little.” 
Now 
the 
4-foot-ll-inch 
tall 
Mrs. Rothschild lives in a con­ 
dominium 
development 
and 
loves it, “because the people 
are my age, and they knew- me 
and want me to sing at all the 
parties.” 
She said as “Betty Boop*’ she 
made about 18 cartoons a year 
and traveled throughout the 
country making personal ap­ 
pearances, in which she tap 
danced, sang and did comedy 
sketches. 
Mrs. Rothschild has a collec­ 
tion of publicity photographs 
from her “Betty Boop” days. 
She admitted “Betty Boop” 
was the only cartoon voice she 
could do because, although she 
tried to change her voice, it was 
so distinctive, producers told 
her it would have been recog­ 
nized. 
Mrs. 
Rothschild 
left 
show 
business in 1946 to study for the 
ministry and later was ordained 
a Christian Unity minister. 
She said she quit the enter­ 
tainment field also because her 
husband retired and they moved 
to Florida. 


But in 1948 her first husband 
did. She decided to set up the 
“Betty Boop School of Dancing” 
in St. Petersburg to teach danc­ 
ing, singing and elocution. 
Her most famous pupil wai 
actress Carroll Baker, whom 
she 
taught for three year*. 
Then, in 1951, she closed her 
school and came to Fort Myers 
to set up a Christian Unity 
Church. 
She maintains show business 
and the ministry are the same 
thing. “In show business you try 
to lift people up so they can for­ 
get their problems, and it’s the 
same in religion. You try to lift 
their minds off their problems 
and put it on God.” 


The Chinese proverb “A pic­ 
ture is worth more than 10,000 
words,” is an understatement, 
4-H members contend.

“My photography placed me in 
an awkward position one after­ 
noon in Cairo, Egypt. I did not 
know that it was against the 
law to take pictures of bridges, 
harbors, etc., because of the 
Middle East Conflict. I was 
about to take a picture of a 
bridge in the middle of Cairo 
when I was stopped and arrest­ 
ed. I was charged with being a 
spy and held at machine-gun 
point for six hours. I was inter­ 
rogated by the secret police and 
CIA of Egypt and finally re­ 
leased after convincing them 
that I was only a tourist. I was 
freed, but the film was kept.” 
Another winner in 1966 from 
Wyoming wrote: “I would like 
to ask a favor, if it isn’t too 
much trouble. I struck up an 
acquaintance with one of the 
photo winners from Montana 
when at National 4-H Congress 
in Chicago, and haven’t seen 
her since. I thought it might 
be fun to surprise her with a 
letter and hash over old times. 
If she writes would you be kind 
enough to forward her address?” 
(We wish the young man luck). 
A 1965 winner from Alaska 
reports: “I have used my know­ 
ledge of photography in my in­ 
dependent study and research 
projects on laser optics and ho­ 
lography. A set of Ektachrome 
slides that I took of interference 
patterns of polarized light from 
a helium-neon laser helped me 
earn first prize in the 1970 
Missiouri Academy of Science.” 
About to graduate from college, 
he looks forward to graduate 
school, with a physics major. 
There are literally scores of 
letters from former winners, 
each telling its special story of 
how work in 4-H photography 
has influenced the member’s 
life. All indicate a continuing 
interest in photography and so 
are using their experience in a 
professional way.

Police arrested 12 of the 
plotters as they were about to 
board the plane in Leningrad.

Court in Kishinev convicted the 
nine Jews today and gave the 
stiffest sentence—five years—to 
David Chernoglaz. 32. 
Hillel Shur, a 35-year-old en­ 
gineer who refused to testify 
for the first four days of the 
trial and reportedly went on a 
hunger strike, got two years in­ 
stead of the three asked by the 
prosecutor.

Q —I sm constantly throwing 
•w ay paint brushes because I 
fail to take care of them, I have 
an im portant paint job coming 
up and plan to buy an expensive 
brush for a change. It is my un­ 
derstanding that a brush should 
be conditioned before using it. 
Can you tell me how this is 
done?' 
A.—First, you’ll find that a 
good brush not only will last 
longer but will spread the paint 
better from the day you use it. 
The m anufacturers of brushes 
made from synthetic m aterials 
usually 
say 
that conditioning 
their brushes, aside from get­ 
ting rid of any dirt and dust, is 
not necessary. For other brush­ 
es, the cleaning process is fol­ 
lowed by a 24 hour soaking in 
linseed oil, being certain the 
bristles are not in a bent posi­ 
tion during the period. After the 
soaking, press out all the oil 
with a wooden stick, then dip 
the brash in turpentine. Twirl it j 
in an empty container, comb the 
bristles if they appear to need 
straightening and go ahead with 
the job. You’ll notice the differ­ 
ence. 
In cleaning the brush after 
use, be sure to use the correct 
solvent—turpentine 
for 
oil 
paints and varnishes; denatured 
alcohol 
for 
shellac; 
lacquer 
thinner for lacquer; mild soap 
and w ater for latexes. 


A —In making a brick barbe­ 
cue, what is the formula for the 
m ortar 
used 
between 
the 
bricks? 
A.—Mix one bag of porttand 
cem ent, one sack of fire clay 
and five sacks of sand with 
enough w ater to make a work­ 
able 
m ixture. 
This 
will 
be 
enough to lay about 150 bricks. 
In some cases, this type of m or­ 
tar is used for the entire barbe­ 
cue. In others, it is used only ¡ 
around the firebox, with hydrat­ 
ed lime substituted for the fire 
clay 
in the 
mixture for the 
bricks in the rem ainder of the 
project. Be sure the bricks are 
soaked in water just before us­ 
ing. 


Q.—I want to set fence posts 
into the ground without using 
concrete. Is it necessary to ap­ 
ply wood preservative to the 
part that is in the ground or 
only to that above ground0 
A.—You have it backwards. It 


is the part below ground that re­ 
quires the wood, preservative as 
a prevention against rot. Bt 
sure, too, to put the preserva­ 
tive on the part of the post at 
ground level. Since you aren't 
setting the posts in concrete, I 
assume you are anchoring them 
to d eals or otherwise insuring 
their solidity.

State Memorial at Spring Mill 
State Park will be decicated at 
11 a.m. EST, Wednesday, July 
21, it was announced today by 
Governor Edgar D. Whitcomb. 
The facility, the newest of a 
number of State Memorials op­ 
erated by the Indiana Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources 
throughout the state, will be 
open daily thereafter. 
The Memorial Center is a tri­ 
bute to the former Mitchell, Ind. 
astronaut as well as an impres­ 
sive and completely authentic 
apace age exhibit. 
Virgil I. (Gus) Grissom was 
born at Mitchell April 3, 1926. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Den­ 
nis Grissom, still reside there. 
Spring Mill State Park is just 
east of Mitchell in Lawrence 
County on State Highway 60. 
The popular park was a fre­ 
quent playground of Gus Gris­ 
som before he went on to Pur­ 
due University and a distin­ 
guished flying career. 
In 1959 he was selected by 
NASA to be one of the first 
seven astronauts for the pioneer­ 
ing American space program. 
He flew the Project Mercury 
suborbital mission on July 21, 
1961, as co-pilot. 
Grissom commanded the first 
Gemini flight on March 23, 1965, 
which traversed 81,000 miles in 
4 hours 54 minutes. He and two 
colleagues lost their lives in the 
tragedy at Cape Kennedy, Flo­ 
rida, on January 27, 1967, when 
their Apollo I was destroyed 
by fire as it prepared for 
takeoff. 
The 1961 Gemini space cap­ 
sule in which Grissom made his 
historic second flight has just 
been installed as one of numer­ 
ous features of the State Memo­ 
rial. It is now on temporary 
loan from the Air Force Mu­ 
seum at Wright-Patterson Air 
Base near Dayton, Ohio. Even­ 
tually, it is hoped, the capsule 
will become a permanent ex­ 
hibit at Spring Mill. Meanwhile, 
similar capsule exhibits will re­ 
place it some weeks hence. 
Other significant exhibits, all 
of them pertaining to Gus Gri­ 
ssom’s career in particular, will 
be installed at the State Mem­ 
orial between now and July 21. 
The exhibit is expected to at­ 
tract a steady flow of visitors 
of all ages in future weeks as 
well as a large dedication day 
crowd.

House-Senate conferees broke

L e a d e r Mike Mansfield’s 
amendment to a two-year draft 
extension bill and scheduled no 
further meetings until July 7. 
Mansfield indicated he will 
not compromise his amendment 
providing a negotiated pullout 
nine months after enactment of 
the draft bill in return for re­ 
lease of American prisoners. 
The Selective Service System 
halted drafts of all men, except 
doctors, and notified registrants 
part way through the induction 
process to await further in­ 
structions. 
The Pentagon’s 16,000- in a n 
call for July and August is 
being held hack in Washington, 
but Defense officials have 
showed no concern of falling 


short of manpower needs while 
the draft is in limbo. 
The Selective Service System 
still can register 18-year-olds 
while awaiting a new draft law. 
It was the first lapse in the 
draft since 1948 when Congress 
had purposely let it expire for a 
year during the post-World War 
II peace. 
The conferees reached agree­ 
ment on all 27 other differ­ 
ences, including a student de­ 
ferment halt, a $2.4-billkra pay 
raise and a $3,000 combat bonus. 
The compromise draft bill 
would authorize President Nix­ 
on to abolish student defer­ 
ments—but permit students de­ 
ferred in the 1970-71 academic 
year, even freshmen, to com­ 
plete their undergraduate study, 
study. 
The $2.4-billion pay hike, ef­ 
fective Oct. 1 to attract a vol­ 
unteer army, would give most 
of a $1.8-billion money raise to 
new enlisted men and junior of­ 
ficers and earmark most of a 
$6O0-million living-allowance in­ 
crease to senior servicemen.

back to two years. 
The compromise bill also 
would: 
—Defer divinity students but 
make them eligible for the 
draft if they do not become 
ministers.

—Require local draft board 
members to represent as near­ 
ly as practical the racial and 
minority 
makeup 
of their 
areas. 
—Deny right to counsel at 
draft appeal hearings but grant 
other appeal rights proposed by 
Sen.

—Set a 130,OOG-man ceiling on 
the draft for the 1972 fiscal 
year starting today and a 140,- 
000-man ceiling for fiscal 1973. 


2 Hoosiers Refuse To Testify 
Before Federal Grand Jury 
DETROIT (AP) — Two Indi­ 
ana antiwar activists may face 
contempt citations for refusing 
to testify before a federal grand 
jury here investigating the 
bombing of the U.S. Capitol 
March 1. 
Larry Canada, 29, and his ex- 
wife Kathy Noyes Canada, 25, 
of Nashville, Ind. both said they 
refused to answer questions 
Wednesday. 
U.S. A tty. Ralph Guy declined 
to say whether contempt cita­ 
tions are being prepared against 
the two Hoosiers and four oth­ 
ers who said they refused to 
testify. 
No decision is likely before 
next Tuesday because all of the 
judges of the U.S. District Court 
are out of town for a judicial 
conference for the rest of the 
week and Monday is a holiday. 
Kathy Canada said she was 
asked about the alleged trans­ 
port of secret documents to the 
Communist Chinese. 
She said she was asked about 
a trip her ex-husband, Larry, 
took to Ottawa, Ont., in April, 
md about documents he took 
there. She was stopped by her 
attorney, William Goodman, 
from telling newsmen specifi­ 
cally what questions she was 
asked. 
However, she did say that at 
one point in the interrogation, 
U.S. Atty. Guy Goodwin stopped 
his questioning to inform her of 
her rights and read a section of 
the Espionage Act which sets 
forth penalties for the transport 
of documents out of the country 
for the aid and comfort of the 
enemy. 
Canada, after his appearance, 
told newsmen he had been 


asked about his trip to Ottawa 
and the alleged transfer of doc­ 
uments. He said he refused to 
answer any of the questions 
asked him. 
"I categorically deny any im­ 
plication of having jeopardized 
the security of the United States 
by taking documents to the 
Chinese,” he told newsmen. 
He did say that he took to 
Ottawa several 10th century 
Chinese drawings which he 
wanted to return to the Chinese 
people, but that officials refused 
to accept them. 
Mrs. Canada said she refused 
to answer all questions on the 
ground that the investigation 
was based on illegal wiretap 
evidence gathered in violation 
of her Fourth Amendment 
rights.
